Yet this is one of the prodigious 
tasks that the war has imposed upon 
Uncle Sam—the task of 
outfitting 


hundreds of thousands of men as they 
leave for battlefields abroad and at 
the same time accumulating a store 
of clothing and other necessaries with 
•which to, equip the half-million men 
•who will comprise the first national 
army.

greatly enlarged to meet the condi- 
tions, is working day and night, re-

500,000 to equip the half-million men 
•who will make up the ifirst national 
army. 
A force of a million men, of 


course, will require twice that sum. 
The outlay is reckoned at $93 for 
each man. 
The amount would be a 


great deal more excpt for the far- 
sightedness of officers and the patrio- 
tism of manufacturers. 
The $93 per 


man is for 
uniforms, underwear, 


stockings, tentage, etc., but does not 
include the rifle and the ammunition 
that each man must have.

This is the first time. Dr. Sols name has been mentioned in 


the ministerial changes. He is a strong conservative. Several 
German newspapers stated today that von Bethmann-Hollweg 
has promised to dismiss Zimmermann and Helfferich.

said that Hollweg had stated changes would take place in 24 or 
48 hours. That Hollweg has the Kaiser's backing is certain.

the new 400 milimeter French gum, 
and firing at a distance of not less 
than ten .miles, placed one of their 
projectiles much larger than a human 
being and weighing over half a ton, 
in the ventilating shaft of the Ger- 
man's tunnel under Mlunt Comillet. 


This one shot can actually be said 


o have made possible the French 
ictory of the same day in which the 
nal conquest was made of the nor- 
icrn slopes of the Moronvillier crest 
rom Cornillet to Mount Teton. 


The tunnel under Mount Cornillet 


was one of the veritable masterpieces 
f defensive organization which the 
Germans have perfected in the hopes 
f maintaining an unbreakable hold 
n French soil. 
, The system of tun- 


els underneath in which 
reserves 


ould be kept safe from all bombard- 
ment was calculated to render the 
.lount absolutely untakable and to in- 
ure, permanently the German's stran- 
glehold on Champagne.
